A  wrapup  of  price  changes  at 
the  supermarket  in  1983. 
Finds  that  food  prices  (as 
measured  by  the  Consumer 
Price  Index)  rose  only  2.1 
percent  in  1983,  down  from  4 
percent  in  1982  and  7.9 
percent  in  1981.  Although 
the  news  was  good  for 
shoppers,  the  news  for 
farmers  was  mixed.  The  farm 
value  of  foods  sold  in  grocery 
stores,  after  rising  only  1.2 
percent  in  1982,  actually  fell 
2.2  percent.  Most  of  the 
decline  reflected  lower  prices 
for  meat  and  fresh  fruit.
